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Molotoff Raps 
Non-Aggression 
Pact For Peace

MOSCOW, May 31—Foreign Minister 
Vyacheslaff Molotoff today caustically 
described Anglo-French efforts to build an 
anti-aggression front as insufficient and 
ineffective and “It is impossible to say if 
they really want to end aggression.” 


“That is why we must be | 
vigilant. We want peace, 
but we must remember Sta- 
lin’s warning about pulling 
chestnuts out of the fire,” 
Molotoff said in a speech 
before the supreme Soviet. 

Joseph Stalin, on March 10, 
said Russia would not be 
“dragged into conflict with 
Germany as a cat’s paw” to 
pull British and French 
chestnuts out of the fire. 

Rejecting the latest Anglo- 
French offer as not going far 
enough — especially where the 
Baltic states are concerned — 

Molotoff indicated that trade ne- 
gotiations with Germany soon 
may be resumed. 

Molotoff said the latest Anglo- 
French offers showed the principle 
of reciprocity (with Russia in any 
mutual aid agreement) had been

For Royal Train Passing 


BLUE RIVER, B.C., May 31— 
King George and Queen Elizabeth 
will speed through interior British 
Columbia as they sleep tonight, 
but darkness won't keep loggers, 
miners and homesteaders im their 
outporia from watching the Royal 
train pass. 

There's not a chance in the world 
they'll see the sovereigns, but the 
rough-and-ready lumberjacks from 

the pole and tie camps along the 
Canadian National line will be on 
hand to sce the silver-and-blue train 
carrying Their Majesties eastward, 

The King and Queen will be 
asleep in their sumptuous home on 
wheels but, whites and Chinese 
alike, hand-miners from the Fraser 
River gold beds will be dotted along 
the riyer-skirting railway for a 
glimpse of the train. 

OPEN CABIN DOORS 

Sportamen from the coast who 
missed the Royal visit to Vancouver 
and Victoria, will open cabin doors 
beside isloated fishing streams and 
lakes to watch its lights appear and 
disappear. 

It will be light when the train 
reaches here at 6.00 a.m. tomorrow 
after a 400-mile run from New West- 
minster but only a handful of wo- 
men and children will see the train. 
Their husbands and fathers, mostly 
railwaymen, will be at work. 

Most other towns west of here to 
the Fraser canyon will be passed 
in darkness. 

Hopeful residents of Albreda, 
little settlement of 50 persons, 40 
miles northeast of here, hope the 
King and Queen may be awake 
when the train stops there five 
minutes at 7.30 a.m. 


But the first appearance of Their 
Majesties almost certainly will be 
at Mount Robson, famed scenic stop 
in the Rockies where a 10-minute 
pause is scheduled for 8:50 a.m, and 
the population of Mount Robson— 
mostly railway emplovees and 
mountain guides—is only half Al- 
breda’s 50.

Mullen Announces Mois- 
ture Gives Good Growth 


In Province 


} Crop conditions in Alberta have 
“improved remarkably” during 
the last two weeks, according to 
the second seasonal crop report 
issued on Tuesday by authority of 
Hon. D. B. Mullen, minister of 
agriculture, 

“With a key note of optimism, all 
report conditions 
very much better, not only with re- 
spect to moisture, but in regard to 
other factors as well,” states Mr 
Mullen’s report.
